Theodore R. Sizer, Dean of the 
Harvard Graduate Schoo} of Educa-- 
tion, has been elected the 12th 
Headmaster of Phillips Academy. 

Mr. Sizer will take office in 
September, succeeding John M, 
Kemper, who died in December. 
Mr. Kemper, headmaster for 23 
years and a highly respected citi- 
zen of Andover, retired because 
of failing health last September. 

Dr. Sizer, who will be 49 years 
old in June, was born in New 
Haven and is a graduate of Yale, 
Class of 1953. His father, also 
Theodore Sizer, was a professor 
of art history. 

The new Phillips headmaster 
served two years in the Army, 
then returned to Harvard and 
earned his master of arts in 
teaching degree in 1957. The 
following year, he taught at the 


Melbourne Chureh of England 
Grammar School in Victoria, 
Austrailia.

“Seek Accord 


The Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee will meet tonight for a 
second time in an effort to iron 
out differences between them on 
what the 1972 tax rate mig‘t be. 

For more than three hours 
Tuesday night, the two groups 
exchanged views in the hearing 
room at the Town House without 
measurably closing the gap. But 


they did agree on some reduc- 


tions in warrant items. 

The Selectmen and Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin still 
hold that the tax rate may rise 
$4 to $5 above the present level 
of $45 per $1,000 valuation. 

The Finance Committee insists 
that the rate can remain stable, as 
it has in the last two years, by 
trimming costs. The rate cannot be 
fixed officially until after the Toivn 
Meeting, which begins March 2), 
has acted on the budget and other 
money items in the warrant. 

Moreover, town officials do not 
yet know how much will be forth. 
coming from the state. This will 
remain unso'ved until after release 
of the ‘‘cherry sheet,’’ a popular 
name for the list of disbursements 
to cities and towns from the state 
department of taxation.

‘(We really want an honest ex- 
pression of opinion on this,’’ said 
Ed Regan, principal of Doherty 
School and head of the Report 
Card Committee. 

‘“‘We’re not going to be able to 
satisfy everybody, no matter what 
form of report card we come up 
with; but we’d like to satisfy at 
least 60 percent of the parents,” 
he went on, 

Report cards have been in a 
state of flux for several years, as 
the schools have tried various 
means of telling parents how their 
children are progressing. 

The basic question is two fold, 
said Regan. Do parents prefer the 
traditional A-F grades, which indi- 
cate how a child stands in a given 
subject in comparison to other 
students in his age group, or do 
they want detailed information on 
the child’s actual achievement and 
progress. 

Perhaps parents want a blend 
of the two philosophies, or both, 
Regan suggested. 

Most teachers’ feel that 
traditional A-F grading is incom-- 
patible with individualized instruc- 
tion; here the emphasis is on how 
the student is progressing and 
achieving at his level of work, 
rather than how he compares onan 
A-F scale with other students his

Article 26, which was based on 
the results of a study comznittee 
of the League of Women Voters 
seeks to pull together and 
strengthen the existing form of 
open town government, 

The article deals withthe calling 
of town meeting, quorums and the 
annual report, as well as rules of 
debate and mvtions and orders 
of business. 

That article is followed 
by another calling for the fixing 
of the meeting quorum at 5 per- 
cent of the registered voters on 
Jan. 1. This would have the 
effect of increasing the present 
figure of 359 to somewhat more 
than 509. 

In an earlier article, the meeting 
will be asked to vote on receiving 
the report of a committee ap- 
pointed by the Moderator at the 
March 8, 1971, Town Meeting con- 
cerning the representative form 
of town meeting. This has become 
a moot question in a town that 
has grown from a Colonia! village 
to a suburban community of 
23,695, most ofthe increase having 
come in less than a decade. 

Among warrant articles that may 
cause considerable debate are two 
proposed by Irving L. Newman of 
133 Lovejoy Road. Both call for 
changes: in the by-laws. In one, 
he asks for a series of votes on 
successive stages in the planning 
and construction of town facili- 
ties, including schools. 

Newman says his proposal is 
intended to set up sy stematic pro- 
cedures in construction to insure 
the town’s getting a fair return on 
its mony. 

The other Newman proposal 
would require the Town Manager 
to make quarterly repovts-on all 
warrant articles. 

Former Town Manager Richard 
L. Bowen also has two articles in 
the warrant. The first, which is 
certain to be controversial, would 
ban the use of chlorides, or salt- 
based materials, on the streets for 
the control of snow and ice. 

The other Bowen article, in 
effect, would establish a housing 
policy. It deals with the legal 
right of persons employed in An- 
dover to be able to afford to live 
here.

The total screening for learning 
disabilities, grades one through 
nine, which will take place shortly 
represents the commitment of the 
Andover Public Schools to fulfill 
the needs of every public school 
child. 

In 1968, the State required that 
each school committee ascertain 
the number of children with per- 
ceptual problems that were 
impairing their ability to learn by 
regular classroom methods. Most 
communities complied with this 
requirement by asking the teacher 
to refer possible candidates. 

Andover has chosen to give a 
screening test to all of the school 
population so that no child will be 
missed. It is often difficult to 
identify highly intelligent children 
who are not working up to their 
potential or to determine if schoo! 
problems are caused by emotional 
behavioral, or perceptual difficul- 
ties. 


Children who are identified by 
the screening test as severe cases 
will be given in-depth testing by 
the Guidance Department. If this 
confirms the original screening, 
they will be referred for individual 
or small group tutoring in the 
learning disabilities program. 
Students identified with moderate 
or minor problems will be sched- 
uled into language arts classes 
with one of the many Andover 
teachers who have been engaged in 
in-service training for prevention 
and remediation of learning dis- 
abilities. 


By the end of this schoo! year, 
almost every grade level in every 
school will have at least one 
teacher who has this specialized 
training. In some schools. all 
primary teachers have received 
this in-service training. 

The results of the screening 
test for learning disabilities will 
be made available to parents at 
the same time as the results of 
the achievement testing. The 
actual test will also be available 
and kept in the child’s cumulative 
folder. 

The tests will not be repeated 
each year. Students new to An- 
dover will receive the test shortly 
after entrance. Each year, all 
first graders will take the test 
in the spring. 

Andover has long been com- 
mitted to early identification of 
learning disabilities and their re- 
mediation. Recent standardiza- 
tion of tests has made it possible 
for us to do a better job in this 
area. It is quicker, easier and 
more pleasant for the child and 
much cheaper for the community 
to identify possible problems be- 


fore the end of the first grade. 

Last year, every kindergarten 
child was given an individual test 
for early identification of learning 
disabilities during the pre- 
kindergarten program. This year, 
each first grader has been given 
an individual test for auditory per- 
ception that is predictive of future 
reading ability. 

All testing is to be followed by 
remediation or special teaching 
in the identified areas of difficulty. 
Individual testing is time con- 
suming and would be very costly 
to the community were it not for a 
group of dedicated volunteers who 
have received specialized training 
in this area.

The woodwind section continued. 

The bassoon, or ‘‘fagott,” is 
the usual bass of the woodwinds, 
It belongs to the oboe family, for 
it has a double reed and the pipe 
is a conical tube about eight feet 
in length which doubles back upon 
itself for handling and fingering 
convenience. (A famous make 
produced for generations by the 
Hechel family of Bierbrich, Ger- 
many, may be distinguished by the 
ivory, doughnut - like ring that 
adorns the edge of the very small 
bell). Since the bassoon’s original 
form suggested a bundle of sticks, 
the Italians called this instrument 
‘‘fagotto”? literally, a bundle of 
sticks. The modern instrument is 
capable of a thin, hollow, dry 
quality of tone in the highest 
pitches; a droll, blending quality 
in the middle register, plus an 
ability to skip about in rapid 
staccato, intervals, and smooth 
runs; and in the lowest tones 
can be gruff or richly full and 
reedy in quality. In truth, the 
bassoon is almost as agile as a 
flute! 

The bassoon is anontransposing 
instrument (sounding where 
written) and has a range of 
about three and a half octaves 
from B-flat-3 to B-flat’ or E- 
flat 2, or even higher, in actual 
sounds. There are two or three 
bassoonists in the ‘modern 
symphony, one player doubling on 
the contra-bassoon when neces- 
sary. 

The ‘*Contra-Bassoon’’ is the 
equivalent in the wood-winds to 
the double-bass in the strings. 
It has the double reed and conical 
bore typical of the oboe family, 
and has a pipe sixteen feet long 
which doubled back upon itself 
four times to end in a silvered, 
inverted, pipelike bell. It is 
pitched in C, an octave below the 
bassoon, and sounds an octave 
lower than written (B-flat-4 to 
r’, A-flat’, or higher). It is so 
bulky that it rests upon the floor. 
Usually one instrument is enough 
for a symphony orchestra, for it 
is capable of providing a fair 
foundation for the entire ensemble. 
Its very lowest pitches, however, 
are not too well differentiated, one 
half step very closely resembling 
the ‘‘grunt’” of and adjacent 
half step. The instrument 
serves well whereasepulchral 
or gloomy effect is desired, 
or for special effects like groans 
or growls. Yet it can produce a 
quiet and peaceful pedal point, like 
the pedals on a pipe organ. 

The hybrid ‘‘saxophone’’ family 
is related to the clarinet in that 
it is a single reed instrument; but 
it is conical like the oboe, and 
made of brass. The saxophone 
family of instruments consists 
mostly of the high F-sopranino, 
sounding up a fourth (five 
half steps) - There is also one in

Eleven Aides Hired 


Under Emergency Act 


With unemployment at 7.6 percent of Andover’s population in 1971, 
the town took advantage of the provisions of the Federal Emergency 
Employment Act. Eleven persons have been hired by the Town Manager 
to fill gaps in the administrative process of municipal government. 

Noting that there was a preponderance of professional and semi- 
professional personnel on the lists, J. Maynard Austin, the Town 
Manager, was able to select administrators as well as less skilled 
workers. 

The first appointment was that of Israel Lichtman as the Town 
Manager’s Aide. He has explored some of the obscure items in de- 
partmental budget requests and resolved problems in that area. 

He also has developed data concerning wage negotiations, coverage 
under Federal flood programs, has established relations with the 
State Civil Service Division and is preparing to review town pur- 
chasing policies. 

John Lewis, another administrative aide, has been concerned with 
exploring Federally-assisted programs with a view to obtaining equip- 
ment and other aids at the least possible cost to the town. He also 
has set up a log for the control and carrying out of legal actions 


Joseph Schall signed on as town planner and immediately set to work 
to familiarize himself with planning and development projects, in- 


for high school students to supplement their classroom activities by 
giving them insights into business and governmental agencies through 
visits outside of school and through lectures. 

Frances Copeland, as secretary to the professional staff, helped 
assemble the town budget and has reduced backlogs in several filing 
systems. 

Al Dedulonis has been occupied with custodial duties and Larry 
Jacobs and Dean Ward, laborers in the Public Works Department, 
have flooded town skating rinks and done snow removal tasks. 

The newest member of the emergency staff is Wilfred Harvey, who 
has been appointed community organizer. In that capacity, he will be 
working with young people, particularly alienated youth and those in- 
volved with drugs. 


Municipal Problems 
Pile Up In 325 Years 


Matters that would have been no concern to the settlers of Andover 
were of major importance at the town’s 325th anniversary, according 
to J. Maynard Austin, Town Manager, who was completing his 
second full year in office. f ee 

Mr. Austin listed these as ecology, water, public safety, taxes, civil 
service, emergency employment, recreation, collective bargaining 
and administration. ; 

In a discussion, of his report, for the supplement, Mr. Austin 
emphasized that municipal administrative problems and pressures 
had proliferated in all communities in the last few years and that 
Andover was no exception. ‘ - 

Civil Service, he asserted, had become ‘ta serious deterrent’’ to 
efficient operations of town departments. Requisitions for new employes 
in some departments had a time lag of almost two years. Police 
sergeants appointed in 1971 finally were authorized 12 months later. 
He anticipated that it would take 19 months before another lieutenant 
could be named, even though thane were gemands for one at present, 

es in shortening wor ing schedules, 
sig howe years since ayn Legislature authorized collective bar- 
gaining for municipal employes, Mr. Austin said, changes had developed 
in methods and pressures which made the process a whole new field. 
Where it once was possible for a single official to handle bargaining, 
which might be accomplished ibe paar or two, it now took as many

Young Voters 
Swell Ranks 


Since July 1, 1971, when the 
number of registered voters in 
Andover stood at 11,439, the ranks 
have been swelled by the addition 
of three age groups of younger 
residents, according to records 
in the office of the Town Clerk. 

By November, the total number 
of new voters under the 18-year- 
old franchise law stood at 359. 
This was composed of 137 voters 
of 18 years, 148 of those 19 and 
74 who were 20. They began re- 
gistering after Jan. 1, 1971. 

By the end of the year, accord- 
ing to Elden R. Salter, the Town 
Clerk, these new voters had in- 
creased to approximately 500 new 
voters. 


Collector Adds 


Treasurer Duties 


With the retirement in 1971 of 
Miss Anna Greeley as Town 
Treasurer, that office was ab- 
sorbed into the Tax Collector’s 
department, in keeping with a 
growing trend in Massachusetts. 

Myron H, (Mike) Muise, who 
was appointed Collector during 
the year, assumed the dual role of 
Collector-Treasurer. The clerical 
personnel of both departments con- 
tinued with their same duties, with 
Mr. Muise supervisor. 

The merger reflected an over 
all increase of more than $1 mil- 
lion in total receipts for 1971, as 
far as the collector’s office was 
concerned, This also placed an 
added burden on the computer sys~ 
tem, which Mr. Muise said, took 
the load without undue strain.

Voted to establish a Teenage Drop-In Center at 22

Approved a Memorandum of Agreement between the 
Northern Essex County Emergency Employment Act 
Consortium and the Town of Andover providing for 
the employment of unemployed under this Federally 
funded program. Approved eleven positions including 
a Management Aide, Town Planner, Federal-State Pro- 
gram Coordinator and a Community Organizer. 


HUNTING: 
Voted to allow hunting on town-owned land on the 
northerly side of Haggetts Pond. 


JUNK CARS: 

Supported the Building Inspector’s annual canvass of 
the community to enforce compliance with the bylaws 
governing junk cars on private property. 


LAND ACQUISITIONS: 
Voted to take by eminent domain proceedings for 
school purposes parcels of land to expand the town 
property at the South School on Woburn Street. Ap- 
proved a 5-year $360,000 School Acquisition Bond 
Issue. 


LICENSES AND PERMITS: 
Granted Lodging House Licenses to Bryant-McIntosh 
Junior College, Phillips Academy and Abbot Academy 
to use certain properties as dormitories. Granted a 
gravel removal permit to DeLoury Construction Com- 
pany from parcels of land on Fosters Pond Road. 
Granted the renewal of three gravel removal permits. 


NATIONAL FLOOD INSURANCE: 
Approved aresolution requesting the Federal Insurance 
Administration to approve the eligibility of Andover 
for participation in the National Flood Insurance 
Program. 


PURCHASING: 
Approved the proposal that a Town Central Purchasing 
Review Committee be established. 


SOLID WASTE: 
Directed the Town Manager and the Director of Public 
Works to contact officials in North Reading, Tewks- 
bury and Wilmington to ascertain their interest in a 
regional: solution to the solid waste problem while 
continuing to work with the officials in Lawrence, 
Methuen and North Andover on a regional solution. 


WATER RATES: 
Established a new schedule of water rates including 
minimum charges and charges for private fire protec- 
tion effective with all billing on or after August 1, 
1971. The new rates were a revision downward from 
those recommended by the Town's Water Consultant. 


WATER TREATMENT PALNT: 

Authorized the Town Manager to execute an agree- 
with HUD for a $1,500,000 Federal Grant for the 
construction of a Water Treatment Plant. Authorized 
the Town Manager to execute a $4,655,151. contract 
with Morris & Sons Construction Company for the 
construction of the Water Treatment Plant. Approved 
a 15-year $2.9 million Water Treatment Plant bond 
issue. 


WEST ANDOVER SEWER: 

Authorized a preliminary survey and design of the 
West Andover Sanitary Sewer beginning at Wolcott 
Avenue and Sanborn Street in Lawrence and extend- 
ing along the Merrimack River to and under 1-93. 
Approved the construction of a section of a 36"’ West 
Andover Sanitary Sewer across the 1-93 right-of-way 
and in the embankment of the !-93 Merrimack River 
bridge by the State's contractor for widening this 
bridge. 
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Moderator Lists 
Meeting Guidelines 


As a gesture to offer a better 
understanding of Town Meeting, 
Arthur Williams, Moderator for 
Andover, has issued a mem- 
orandum on laws and precedence 
for conducting such sessions in 
Massachusetts. 

The Town Meeting is a form of 
municipal legislature peculiar to 
New England, in which individual 
voters may have a direct voice in 
their government, It dates back to 
Colonial days, 

Its strength lies in bringing 
government down to the level of 
those who must foot the bills, 
the individual taxpayers. That 
strength may be diminished if the 
meeting gets out of hand through 
bickering, pointless debate and a 
general lack of decorum. Much 
depends on the Moderator. 

The town by-laws provide a 
framework for conducting Town 
Meeting, but interpretation falls 
to the Moderator, and on the spur 
of the moment. New England Town 
Meeting is of such a nature that 
Roberts Rules of order cannot 
always untangle matters. But the 
meeting, on a motion from the 
floor, may overrule a moderator’s 
interpretation. 

The Andover League of Women 
Voters favors a set of guidelines 
with a view to tightening discipline 
over Town Meetings in view of 
recent incidents. 

The situation also points up a 
growing debate over whether the 
present open form of Town Meet- 
ing has become an anachronism and 


should be replaced by a limited 
form of town meeting, when only 
representatives elected from each 
precinct would have the power of 
voting. 

Moderator William’s memoran- 
dum contains excerpts from the 
town by-laws and his views on the 
conduct of meetings as established 
by precedence. The by-laws are a 
matter of public record, under 
Article 11. 

Mr. William’s notes ondecorum 
point out that no person may ad- 
dress the meeting without permis- 
sion, and then after being re- 
cognized and identifying himself 
or herself by name and address. 

No person speaking may be in- 
terrupted except to call for a 
point of order, of information, of 
qtiorum or of personal privilege, 
all variations for clarifying situa- 
tions that arise. Breaches of de- 
corum may lead to the ejection 
of an offender. 

The Town Meeting must take up 
all articles in the warrant, or 
agenda, in order. Except for ad- 
journment of the meeting to alater 
date, no motion to dissolve the 
meeting is in order. All votes are 
by simple majority, unless other- 
wise provided by law. In cases of 
doubt in the moderator’s mind on 
a vocie vote, a standing vote may 
be ordered. 

The General Laws of Massachu- 
setts specify subjects requiring 
more than amajority. Mostofthem 
are contained in Chapters 40 
and 44,

Industrial Valuation Gains Slightly 


Andover home owners continued 
in 1971 to account for the bulk of 
assessed property valuation, but 
they declined slightly in percent- 
ages. 

The assessed valuation of resi- 
dential property in town last year 
stood at $148,399,300, represent- 
ing 74 percent of the total. But 
that was a drop of two percent 
from 1970, when the assessed 
valuation was $143, 566, 200. 

Industrial property, as reflected 
by the new Raytheon and Gillette 


plants, was assessed at 
$29,612,000 in 1971, or 15 percent 
of the total. That was an increase 
from 12 percent in 1970. 

Commercial property, assessed 
at $23,069,300, represented 11 
percent in 1971, a decrease of 1 
percent over 1970. 

The total assessed valuation in 
1971 stood at $201,080,700, an in- 
crease of $12,581,200 over the 
previous year. 

One reason for the decline in

Originally, the Indian Ridge Country Club sought to turn back some of 
its peripheral holdings from an outdoor recreational facility toa 
residential area.

Building Permits 
On Rise In 1971 


After a slight dip in building 
permits for dwellings and garages 
in 1970, the Office of the Building 
Inspector issued 114 last year, an 
increase of 29. 

The estimated valuation of new 
construction and alternations in 
1971 was $12,712,753 as compared 
with $4,467,750 in the previous 
year, But 1969 remains highest 
in valuation in the last six years, 
at $15,943,714. 

The Building Inspector also was 
occupied with investigating 
numerous building and zoning 
violations. All were corrected 
without incident. 

During the year, at the request 
of the Town Manager, the inspector 
made a concerted effort tor clear 
up violations in junk cars. About 
50 warnings were issued and all 
offenders complied with requests

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AVIS Gets 
Grants Of 


Reserve Land 


The Andover Village Improve- 
ment Society continues to add to 
conservational land under its 
jurisdiction through grants and 
gifts guaranteeing perpetual pro- 
tection from commercial develop- 
ment. 

The Society, familiarly known 
as AVIS, for nearly 80 years has 
been accomplishing privately what 
the Conservation Commission, an 
agency created by the State Legis- 
lature, more recently has begun” 
to preserve the natural resources 
of the town. 

Mr. and Mrs. Herbert Farns- 
worth granted ‘‘conservation re- 
striction’? to AVIS on a 5-1/2 acre 
parcel of woodland off Porter Road. 
The Society of Friars Minor of 
the Order of Saint Francis, per- 
mitted use of wooded land along 
the Merrimack River for hiking. 

Fred Doyle gave 5 acres of wood- 
land in West Andover to AVIS to 
complete a link of atowntrail sys- 
tem, also for hiking. 

In addition, the society has been 
receiving increasing numbers of 
requests for usage of its lands for 
recreation by individuals andScout 
groups. Two special events of 1971 
made possible by cooperation from 
AVIS were a canoe race on the 
Shawsheen River and a Boy Scout 
Camporee for troops in the Shaw- 
sheen District of the North Essex 
Council.

Aid Needy 


In Andover 


Three funds dating from the days 
before government administered 
public welfare continue to benefit 
Andover in the 1970’s. 

Although the resources of the 
funds are modest in terms of pre- 
sent demands, they are faithfully 
administered by their trustees. 
They are the Margaret G. Towle 
Fund, the Punchard Free School 
fund and the John Cornell Wood 
& Coal Fund. 

The Towle Fund is disbursed 
from income on referrals through 
the officers of the town, charitable 
groups, clergy and occasionally 
through interested individuals. 

The Punchard Free School Fund, 
which once supported the school 
now known as East Junior High 
School, is used for special pro- 
jects, such as musical equipment 
or special educational needs on 
recommendation of the principal 
of the High School. 

The Cornell Fund, as the name 
implies, is intended to furnish fuel 
for the needy.

Conservation Agency Cited By County 


Andover in 1971 became the first community inthe valley to acquire 
land along the Merrimack River for conservation-purposes. 

: The purchase of 1,360 feet of river frontage was one of two acquisi- 
tions by the Conservation Commission. The other was a plot of about 
35 acres on Wood Hill in the Haggett’s Pond area. 

For that andother community services, the Commission received 
the 1971 annual award for achievement from the Essex Conservation 
District. The award was a golden chain tree, which was planted in 
the town park in front of the East Junior High School. 

With the public-spirited cooperation of Fred Doyle, a two-mile 
loop of hiking trail between Lowell Street and High Plain Road was 


opened to the public in December. Mr. Doyle gave permission for the 
use of land owned by him to complete a final link. 

The trail covers a stretch of pleasant terrain for hiking and cross 
country skiing, both not for vehicles. It was the first new trail to be 
cleared and marked by the Commission, Maps are available at the 
Recreation Department. 

The Commission is a body of seven citizens whose function is to 
protect certain lands from over-exploitation. Under a state enabling 
act, the Commission may purchase land outright, invoke eminent 


‘domain proceedings and set regulations for the use of acreage under 
its jurisdiction.

Planning Board Eyes Swim Pools Safety 


Although economic conditions 
eased the pressure onthe Planning 
Poard as far as subdivision con- 
trol activities were concerned, 
members of the short-handed 
agency managed to keep busy 
through 1971. 

The resignation of William 
Haskell, Jr., because of the pres-

Five-foot safety fences have 
been required for below-ground 
pools for some time. In 1971, 
fences were required for pools 
situated above ground. In addition, 
these above-ground pools were re- 
quired to be set back from lot lines 
and situated only in yards behind 
dwellings and not at the side.

While the Board found no strong 
indications that condominiums 
were needed in Andover, the issue 
expected to be pressed by devel- 
opers in 1972. The only site the 
Board was inclined to recommend, 
if strong support mustered, was on 
North Main Street, where the 
Housing Authority already has 
plans for a project for the elderly. 

During the year, Andover 
citizens were aware of the pre- 
sence of young men equipped with 


surveying implements in the busi- 
ness district. These studies, ap- 
proved by Town Meeting, were in- 
tended to lead to moves to improve 
traffic conditions in the central 
area of the town, including signal 
or sign controls and parking. 
While Interstate Route 93 
siphoned considerable through 
traffic away from old State Route 
28, through the center of town, 
traffic continued to increase and 
parking problems mounted. 


Recreation Undergoes 


Feasibility Study 


A Community-School Study Program to explore the feasibility of 
integrating the Recreation Department with the school system was 


undertaken at the close of 1971. 


Under the chairmanship of Rich 


ard Barney of the Dundee Press, the 


study will determine what other facilities are available to supplement 
the 50 acres specifically used for recreation in Andover under town 


auspices. 


In carrying out its study, the group will consider whether Phillips 
Academy or the Y.M.C.A. have resources that might be shared, The 
scope of the exploration also will extend to similar programs under- 
way at the state and community level, as in several cities and towns 


in Greater Boston. 


During 1971, the Recreation Department constructed a $20,000 multi- 
purpose area of concrete at Recreation Park, adjoining Pomps Pond,

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Education Thriving 
Despite Budget W oes 


Despite community problems reflecting national concerns, the An- 
dover School System managed to register significant accomplishments 
in education in 1971. 

The concerns included a sense of insecurity, stemming 
from economic conditions and the continued instability of world 
politics, according to sources within and outside ofthe school system. 

Voters in general, worried over high unemployment, insisted on 
reduced expenditures for education, while parents especially sought 
to recreate the climate of education of their own school years a 
generation ago when the nation was more optimistic about the future. 

On the progressive side, Andover became the first community in 
the commonwealth to introduce individualized programs in reading 
and mathematics. These were entered into enthusiastically by teachers, 
administrators, students and many parents. But there was some foot 
dragging by other parents who remembered a day when a pupil kept up 
with the class or flunked. 

‘‘Today’s teacher,” said Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, superintendent of 
schools, in discussing trends, ‘‘notonly is concerned about whether 
a pupil learns about a given subject, but also what the pupil’s feelings 
are as a person; if he is not paying attention, it is important to dis- 
cover his motivation.”’ 

The school system also has been pursuing a program of continuous 
education, so that there will be educational ‘‘bridges’’ in various 
subjects from kindergarten through high school. One field in which 
this program is being carried out is mathematics, from kindergarten 
through the sixth grade. Plans are to extend it through junior and 
senior high school in succeeding years, to avoid gaps as pupils move 
from one school to another, in the system. 

The ‘Open Campus” concept, already underway in many schools, 
is beginning to be introduced in Andover. Under this plan, a student 
with an unscheduled period in one of his regular subjects, may elect 
some activity of his own choosing, within the school confines. This 
is expected to fill the gap formerly created by an aimless “study 
period.”

Preventive Medicine 


Pares Illness Rate 


Preventive medicine scoredim- 
pressive gains in the fields of 
tuberculosis and mumps in An- 
dover in 1971, according to the 
Department of Public Health. 

Tuberculosis, once a scourge, 
has diminished so noticeably in 
the Commonwealth at large that the 
State Department of Public Health 
is screening by skin tests rather 
than by X-ray.

“take a second look,’’ Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Nadeau, R. N., town Director 
of Public Health, said recently.

In addition to the regular program of courses, there is a shared 
time project that allows students from other high schools to spend 
three hours a day at Voke for special instruction. 

There also is an industrial entry program under which boys for 
whom there was no room at the beginning of the school year, spend 
two afternoons a week at Voke, picking up skills, with the possibility 
of being able to enroll later. 

In cooperation with 49 businesses and industries in the area, up- 
wards of 70 students are able to have practical experience on the out- 
side on a scheduled basis. On these outside jobs, the students earns an 
average of $2 an hour. 

And not the least of the accomplishments of Voke, is that job place- 
ment at graduation last year was 100 percent, despite generally poor 
business conditions.

Memorial Library Grows 


In Publie Services 


One of the most rapidly developing areas of public service in An- 
dover during 1971 was the Memorial Hall Library. 

In a town with a cultural heritage stemming from its two major 
academies, Phillips and Abbot, the library has also long enjoyed a 
reputation for the quality of its collection of volumes. 

But, in 1971, under the direction of Harry Sagris, who came to An- 
dover from Ipswich in 1970, the Library has multiplied in adaptability, 
resources and atmosphere as 4 cultural center. 

Such subtelties as carpeting and uncovering the fireplace after 20 
years of disuse have added to the esthetics, while the additions of new 
forms of audio-visual communications have increased the range of 
information and communication. , 

Through the generosity of three Andover residents last fall, the 
Library was able to publish an illuminated brochure explaining how 
the services are available to all age groups. 

On a given day during the fireplace season, the Library might host 
two or three visitors watching the flames and listening to the subuued 
crackle of logs. In the adjacent record room, a group of young people 
might be listening to rock or Bach. 

Three or four persons could be seen browsing through a new book 
rack close to the entranceway for the latest best sellers. At the far 
end of the main floor stacks, a student might be operating the micro- 
film machine, doing research on a term paper from back issues of 
The New York Times. 

The Library also has added to its collection of foreign titles, in- 
cluding novels. Language cassettes and players are available, as are 
films, film strips and projectors, covering not only academic subjects 
but also sports. 

But over and above books, films and records, the Library also has 
held a fashion show, a Christmas carol sing and concert, conducted 
arts and crafts programs and has offered workshops, including one 
for unemployed professionals, from which has developed a group 
known as ‘‘New Horizons.” 

In not the least of special meetings, the Library also has been 
host to groups of children who were brought to the building in 
pajamas and robes to listen to bedtime stories in the early evening. 

Through the cooperation of the Andover Artists’ Guild, the Library 
has offered a series of month-long one-man (and woman) shows of 
paintings. Most of the artists accepted invitations to donate one of 
their works to the Library’s loan collection. 

During 1971, Mrs. Nancy Jacobson, formerly librarian at the West 
Junior High School, joined the Memorial Hall staff as assistant 
librarian to fill a vacancy. 

Sherman Pridham also became full time staff member to have 
charge of both audio-visual equipment and young adult services. 

In another major innovation, Miss Jan Baranoski joined the staff 
as librarian in charge of regional activities. This will include a 
delivery service among 35 communities inEssex County, with Andover 
as the ‘‘drop,’’ or regional distribution center, for books and materials 
from the Boston Public Library to the northeastern area of Massa- 
chusetts. 

The growth of the Children’s Department, under the direction of 
Miss Mary Jane Lynch, has included a new eraof programs and 

services. Among these has been the VIBOR (Very Important Board 
of Review) Group of fourth, fifth and sixth graders who have had a 
voice in the election of materials. 

More recently, the Library has acquired a tropical fish tank. This 
is another step in the expansion of horizons, once it is stocked. 

A major problem remains in the areas of parking and safety in 
street crossing. Situated in Elm Square, which is a junction of busy 
streets feeding into Main Street, or Route 28, the Library lacks easy 
access for pedestrians. 

In addition, the Library is within 10,000 volumes of its present 
capacity of 100,000. 

But as far as service is concerned, Andover is well served by a 
staff of more than 50 persons, professionals and part timers, who 
excel in courtesy and general public relations. 
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Police Department Adds 


Detective Bureau 


In a move to keep pace with the problems of a community that has 
emerged as a major suburban center inthe last few years, the Andover 
Police Department has created a detective bureau. It is composed of 
a sergeant and two patrolmen operating in plain clothes. 


The need is reflected in the increased number of breaking and en- 
tering and larceny cases in 1971, although on the more positive side, 
there were fewer arrests for drug violations. The breaking and entering 
figure of 183 showed an increase of 45. Larceny involving property 


valued at more than $50 rose by five cases over the 1970 figure of 128, 


Drug arrests in 1971 totalled 58, a drop of 25 over the previous 
year, apparently reflecting more public concern over the problem. 


The Department received 5,658 complaints or requests for police 
action, representing a rise of 699 over 1970, But Police Chief David L. 
Nicoll said this seemed to indicate an improvement in the public’s 
being more willing to become ‘‘involved” as the town continued to 
grow in population. 


‘*People apparently are becoming more interested in their 
neighbors,’’ the Chief went on ‘‘and they are more apt to call us right 
away if they see something out of the ordinary going on.’’ 


While motor vehicle accidents rose from 700to711 in 1971 over the 
previous year, the number of fatalities remained at three. However, 
those statistics did not include accidents that might have been handled 
by the State Police on Federal Interstate Routes 93 and 495, which 
skirt the town. 


In a continuing effort to cope with motor vehicle problems, the 
Department was able to acquire a second piece of radar equipment 
through Federal funds for use in monitoring speeding on side streets. 


Drivers who race through heavily-populated areas do not fall into 
any particular category in Andover. Observers have noted that they 
include young people apparently glorying in the feel of motive power, 
arrogant middle aged men and young mothers with one or more small 
children precariously perched in the back of station wagons.

Legal Advisor 
Named For 
Police Work 


In an effort to meet the increas- 
ing complexities of law enforce- 
ment, Andover and NorthAndover, 
in 1971, began a joint program of 
providing legal advice for the 
Police Departments. 

The advisor, John E. Boyle of 
North Andover, an attorney, has 
set up headquarters inthe Andover 
Public Safety Center. There, he 
has begun to accumulate a law 
library as a resource foundation. 

But, in addition to his books and 
bulletins from the United States and 
Massachusetts Supreme Courts, he 
also carries in his pocket, a radio 
‘“beeper,’? which sounds whenever 
either Police department dials his 
telephone number - - - on a 24- 
hour basis. 

The idea of a legal advisor for 
police departments began in New 
York city in 1907. An Assistant 
Deputy Commissioner supervises 
the work. The concept is com- 
paratively new in Massachusetts. 

Mr. Boyle’s duties include inter- 
viewing witnesses in criminal 
cases, filing memorandums of law 

and other legal documents, super- 
vising line ups, being present at 
civil disturbances and acting as 
court liaison agent for police 
officers in presenting cases.

Despite a lack of funds and 
general public disinterest, An- 
dover’s Civil Defense program 
recorded 2,000 hours of volunteer 
manning of facilities in 1971. 

Winston C. Briggs, new director 
of the program, attributed the 
faithfulness of the handful who 
served to the ‘‘gung ho” spirit 
of the volunteers. Mr. Briggs 
succeeded the late director, Burton 
B. Ratcheller, who died during the 
year. 

Activity was centered largely on 
training and drills, particularly in 
communications, according to Mr. 
Briggs, although several 
volunteers were called on to help 
with patrol work during the Santa 
Claus parade during the holiday 
season. 

During 1972, the Civil Defense 
organization will begin the pre- 
liminary phase of planning an 
Emergency Operations Center, at 
the municipal safety center, in 
conformance with plans on file 
with the Federal Government.

dends during 1971, at least in the 
area of fire department service 
calls. There not only were fewer 
service calls during the year but 
there also were fewer fires. 

Chief Henry L. Hilton, com- 
menting on the situation, attri- 
buted a drop from 2,402 service 
calls in 1969 to 1,777 last year 
to a growing concern for ecological 
factors in town. 

The same was true, he said, in 
the decline of fires over the last 
three years. The figures dropped 
from 520 in 1969 to 432 last year. 
Chief Hilton said that an added 
factor in fire calls was the new

Entering its second year in the 
new public safety center, the de- 
partment continued to emphasize 
fire prevention, through materials 
distributed in schools, through 
periodic inspections of property 
and through training and drills, 
among other programs. 


Fifty-one men were on duty with 
seven pieces of fire fighting equip- 
ment and an emergency ambulance 
at their disposal. In addition, the 
department also manned _ the 


regular town ambulance, making 
more than 550 calls. Andover re- 
sidents are not charged for calls 
within the immediate vicinity. 
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The Fire Department's new cherry picker, purchased in 
1971 demonstrates its mobility in placing inspectors close 
to their work in checking the alarm system, as here at 
Lowell and Beacon Streets.

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Landfill Site 
Major Problem 


The multiple dutes of the Department of Public Works, covering 
seven areas of municipal housekeeping, demonstrated during 1971 
that costs are not measured by dollars alone. 


The paramount issue probably was that of finding a new landfill 
area to replace the 25-acre site in West Andover, which has served 
the community since shortly after World War Il. 


The town not only has grown in every direction, but the new interest 
in ecology also has made individuals shockingly aware of the dangers 
of pollution. 


When the land fill area - then known as the town dump - was first 
opened, and the population was almost a third of what it was in 1971, 
refuse was spilled out of trucks and private cars, set afire and left to 
smoulder. 


Then, two years ago, it became known that chemicals were seeping 
down from the dump into a subterranean brook that fed into the town 


water supply in Haggett’s Pond. 


Since then, attempts have been made to remove existing buried 
chemicals and to take other steps to clean up the problem, even while 
the search for a new site was underway. Moreover, the state has given 
the town until October to close the present site and to have another 
one in operation. 

In the last year, Andover joined the Greater Lawrence Refuse 
Disposal Planning Board and the town’s three members have been 
attending monthly meetings with representatives from North Andover, 
Lawrence and Methuen. Further concrete action depends on the com- 
pletion of a detailed study of the problem by the State Department of 
Public Works, based on a state-wide survey. 


At the same time, the Greater Lawrence area is working out plans 
for waste water treatment. This has involved cooperation with the 
Army Corps of Engineers, the Bureau of Air Use Management, the 
State Division of Water Pollution Control and the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 


The latest estimates are that facilities including a treatment plant, 
pumping station and intercepting sewers will cost about $53 million. 
Andover’s share will amount to about $1,120 million. This compares 
with $7.9 million that it would cost the town to build such a facility 
on its own. 


In the meantime, work is progressing on a new fresh water treat- 
ment plant at Haggett’s Pond. The year 1971 was another record 
breaker for consumption of water. More than one billion gallons 
were pumped into the system during the year. The average daily 
pumping amounted to 3.13 million gallons, with a maximum daily 
figure of 5.44 million on July 9. 

In addition, the town public works department’s park division was 
involved with maintenance of 26 grass plots within the town, in addition 
to preparing eight Little League and three regular playing fields and 
collecting rubbish weekly from receptacles in dozens of areas. 


The forestry division battled against the inroads of tree diversified 
planting program of new trees. Continued air and ground pollution 
caused the death of many roadside trees. Approximately 70 sugar 
maples alone died and were removed during 1971. In addition, 30 trees 
succumbed to Dutch Elm disease.

Industrial Commission 
Eyes Trunk Sewer 


The year 1971 was comparatively quiet for the Development and 
Industrial Commission as far as pretentious building was concerned. 
But the Lawrence Connector and trunk sewer projects continued to 
simmer on the back burner. 


A boiler house for the New England Milk Producers on Haverhill 
Street, a warehouse by the Harry Hirse hberg Company in Ballardvale 
and a manufacturing plant by General Service Foam at Lowell Junction 
were the principal industrial additions. 


While they were welcome additions, they were somewhat below the 
showcase level of the new Raytheon and Gillette plants of 1970. 


But the Commission, which serves as an advisory board for potential 
industrial newcomers, busied itself in the connector project by taking 
part in meetings involving that matter. The connector is concerned 
with linking up downtown Lawrence with Interstate Route 93. A major 
problem center's on the ecological effects of slicing through a residen- 
tial area in West Andover. 

It is the opinion of some observers that the whole situation is 
politically-oriented. But the present mood of the state administration 
toward further highway construction indicates that it will be years 
before anything concrete develops. f 


As for the trunk sewer problem, the Commission is awaiting a 
chance to enter negotiations with the new city administration in 
Lawrence, If the administrationis interested, suchatrunk sewer would 
benefit both the West Andover Industrial Zone, whichis separate from 
the residential, and Lawrence’s industrial area bordering onAndover. 


But the Commission is concerned about the prospects for a by-pass 
in Ballardvale, to relieve traffic conditions on River Street and in 
the village center. The opening of the Gillette plant has accentuated 
the problem at rush hours.

Tax Rate 


The annual tax rate game being played between the 
selectmen, town manager and finance committee, seems to 
us to be nothing more than a sham perpetrated on a public 
deserving of plain facts. 

Since December there has been a variety of figures 
bandied about. 

The Finance committee which, thankfully, seems to 
spend more time examining municipal budgets than some 
others, has been maintaining that the tax rate can stay the 
same, or at best, be held to no more than a dollar increase. 

The selectmen, through its chairman Robert A. Watters, 
during the past week, has indicated an increase of $4 to $5. 

Frankly, we are a little sick of this annual game. 

From the administration standpoint, of course, it might 
look, well to predict the great increase, then when town 
meeting is concluded, present a lower figure, much to the 
supposed credit of the town administration. 

But the FinCom seems to express an honest appraisal to 
the public. 

Possibly they are doing so at a risk, but at least they are 
being honest as they peruse the budgets. 

Latest reasoning for the abundant tax rate increase is 
fewer receipts from the state. 

Also, the selectmen inform us, they have chopped a con- 
siderable amount from the original budget presentation 
eivenin December. — 

This smacks of poor administration, when _ several 
hundred thousand dollars can suddenly be diminished. It 
suggests a too healthy cushion is being used in preliminary 
budgetary considerations - a cushion used to make final 
determinations appear to have taken considerable thought 
and work. 

There also could be a sudden fear this year, that, unlike 
in past years, singular blame for any tax rate increase can 
not be foisted upon the school department. 

The school administration has remained within or under a 
ten per cent increase guideline, while the town’s budgets 
have hit as high as a 22 per cent increase - a figure adjusted 
downward since December, but still not enough. 

In these few remaining weeks before town meeting gets 
underway, we would hope for some truth in municipal 
financing. 

It would be well for administrators to be mindful of 
current wage-price freeze conditions in presenting 1972 
town costs to be paid by people whose salaries haven't been 
thawed by the annual projections. 


Opportunity 


Regardless of where the funds come from, there would 
appear to be a vital need for an opportunity school in An- 
dover, as well as in most communities. 

Opportunity school, by any other name, is designed to 
be a facility to bring today’s young people back to reality. 

The school committee has been debating its value in view 
of the possible rejection of an application for federal funds. 

The opportunity school idea was presented several 
months ago by Supt. of Schools Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert. He 
told the committee and the town of a group of young 
people, currently in the school system, who were unable to 
accomplish the work necessary for the preparation for life, 
due to psychological or emotional problems. 

To aid these youngsters, a program was to be designed to 
allow them to perform educational necessities, while getting 
a taste of what life is like, in the business, commercial and 
industrial world - the life outside. 

That such a program is necessary, is unfortunate, but the 
world in which these youngsters are now standing confused, 
has been created by an adult society which made it for 
them. ° 

It is not difficult to understand how a young person can 
be confused in a country which relies heavily on tran- 
quilizers to perform daily functions. 

How can adults aim youth toward a peaceful future when 
the fruit of the olive branch is steeped in martinis to relax 
after the day’s occupational requirements are met’ 

Does a child not wonder a little about his future when he 
views educated men, doctorate degree holders, seeking em- 


ployment all around him? 


This is the present day world which modern society has 
created and it is little wonder that some youthful minds 


can not cope with the atmosphere. - 
The idea is not to coddle these future citizens of our 


community and our nation. 


The opportunity school concept is aimed at showing to 
the youth the realistic viewpoint of the life ahead and that 


its needs must be met. 


Tt may really be saying that the public schools must now 
‘perform a function more adaptable to what should be ac- 


complished in the home. 


Unfortunately the need is there. 

The escapism route which has been taken by many adults 
must not be allowed to filter down to today’s youth, and 
this would seem to be the only alternate route.

For several years I have been 
keeping a file of clippings on the 
widespread opposition to the con- 
struction of further apartment 
complexes in our surrounding 
towns. I wanted this showing of 
the almost universal disapproval 
to substantiate the case for the 
prevention of the construction of 
further apartment complexes in 
Andover, which would radically 
change the nature of our town, and 
which would benefit only the 
developers. (I am not here re- 
ferring to any state supported low 
income housing). 

However, the file got so full 
that I finally stopped clipping 
items for it, as I realized that 
anyone who reads the papers would 
know by this time that the facts 
were true, without further proof 
being offered that multiple type 
dwellings were being opposed. And 
all this before the astounding vote 
of 463 to 37 (over 12 to 1) in 
favor of the bylaw prohibiting 
duplexes in rural residential areas 
in North Andover, at its special 
town meeting on December 20. 

But to go back a bit. An article 
in the November 7 issue of a 
Boston paper confirms that we, 
in our vicinity, are not alone in 
our fight, but that a substantial 
part of Cape Cod is also involved, 
in opposing not only apartment 
complexes, but also duplexes and 
condominiums. Harwich, South 
Hyannis, Yarmouth and Dennis 
were specifically mentioned. The 
town meeting seems to be the ef- 
fective place to challenge such

type of development. In Harwich, 
the vote was better than 8 to 1 to 
bar duplexes. 

Now, despite the fact that two 
articles for rezoning for apart- 
ments were resoundingly defeated 
at the October, 1971, town meet- 
ing, Article 53 has been inserted 
in the warrant for the coming 
March town meeting to rezone for 
apartments a parcel of land on 
Lowell Street, the same parcel 
which was presented to the October 
meeting, but which was withdrawn 
after the defeat of the cluster 
condominium article! 

The situation on the Cape, that 
recently in North Andover, and 
now again in Andover, furnishes 
the best argument I know of for 
retaining our present form of town 
meeting - with any modifying im-.
